If you have not access to a hot

If mecessary to 
keep fish overnight, place them 
where the moon will not shine on 
them; the effect is ks bad as hot 
eunshine. Cod, haddock and hali- 
but may be kept a day before us- 
ing; byt mackerel and white fish 
lose their life as soon as they leave 
the water. 

In cooking meat, the idea is to 
retain the nourishment and flavor. 
The flavor and juices depend as 
much on the method of cooking as 
upon the quality of the meat. Boil- 
ing water or strong, dry heat will 
retain flavor, enclosing the meat in 
a@ crust which will not permit the 
juices to flow out. 

Boots can be kept snow-proof and 
water-proof this way. Boil together 
about half a pint each of linseed 
and neatsfoot oil. Brush the dirt 
off the leather, and then saturate 
it with the oil, rubbing it in thor- 
oughly before a fire.

She had one child, and then died 
in giving birth to another, and last 
year King Alfonso’s only remaining 
sister died uhder precisely tho same 
circumstances. There seems to be 
a fatal destiny attached to heirship 
to the Spanish throne. 

Naturally enough, the deaths of 
both her daughters have been a 
sore trial to the Queen-mother. 
Queen Christina was but 25 when 
she was widowed, and though not 
loved, she is highly respected by all

Ea«tate of Lord Lucas in New For- 
est Contains the Breed. 


In New Forest near London, on 
the estate of Lord Lucas, British 
parliamentary secretary of the 
board of agriculture, there is a 
breed of wild ponies that lives as 
free and untrammeled as on the 
prairies of South Africa. 

These ponies are small and abso-

CONSUMPTION IN ENGLAND. 


Report on Nation’s Health Shows 
It Is On Decrease. 


A‘wonderful haope that some time 
the terrible plague of consumption 
will be vanquished in England is 
held oft by the report of the Local 
Government Board. Careful read- 
ing of this report—it is over 400 

long—makes it quite clear 
ithat tuberculosis is decreasing in 
the country. Even in those great 
centres of tuberculous disease-—- 
Liverpool, Manchester, Birming- 
ham and Sheffield—the scourge is 
dying. Modern sanitation may pos- 
sibly account for it,-but it can only 
account for a very little. 

Tuberculosis kills men in prefer- 
ence to women. The report says: 

“For males at most ages Liver- 
pool has the highest death rate, 
Manchester coming next. For fe- 
males Liverpool again has thé high- 
est death rate,,the death rates in 
Manchester and Birmingham hav- 
ing a similar course that of BShef- 
fam being somewhat lower. It is 
not unlikely that some of the ex- 
‘cess of both Manchester and Liver- 
, pool is caused by the immigration 
jof casual laborers. This would in- 
clude the immigration of natives 
Ireland, among whom the average 
tuberculosis death rate is high. The 
total share of migration in produc- 
ing these high phthisis death rate 
cannot be determined at present. 

“Phe tuberculosis death rate of these 
has shown great reduction.”

ton at 23,000,000 acres, or 2,690,000 
acres ahead of last year’s figures, 
which means an increase of 14 per 
cent. On the other hand the total 
outturn is expected to reach 4,900,- 
000 bales of 400 pounds each, 
against 4,300,000 bales last season. 
The increase here is 15 per cent. 

The latest report on the crop in 
the Punjab is particularly gratify- 
ing. It shows the area sown as 
1,799,100 acres, being 25 per cent. 
more than last ‘year. The yield is 
estimated at 490,061 bales of clean- 
ed cotton, compared with 297,016 
bales. estimated in the correspond- 
ing forecast last year. In the na- 
tive States the area returned as 
under cotton is 236,800 acres, an 
increase of 84 ‘per cent. The out- 
turn is estimated at 76,185 bales, or 
52, per cent. more than last yoar. 
In the Umballa division the area 
under cotjon has increased by 61 
per cent. and the estimated out- 
turn by 97 per cent., as compared 
with last year. In Jullundur the 
area has increased by 44 per cent. 
and the estimated yield by 175 per 
cent. 

In Lahore the area has increased 
by 25 per cent. and the yield by 28 
per cent. In Rawal Pindi the area 
has increased by only 4 per cent., 
but the yield is estimated to be 22 
per cent better, while in Multan, 
with an increased area, of only 7 
per cent., it is estimated that the 
yield will be 100 per cent. better 
than iast year.

COLONEL. GOETHALS. 


Ilow He Rose to the Top in the 
Engineering Profession. 


Tho soldier and administrative 
military. man have been bred for 
three generations in George Wash- 
ington Goethals, phe successful en- 
gineer who has just about com- 
pleted his big job of digging the 
Panama Canal. He is claimed now 
by many cities and States, but he is 
a Brooklyn boy, and although his 
ancestry is Swiss, and of the mili- 
tary Swiss at that, his grandfather 
was a surgeon in the French army 
Auster- 
litz. His own father, John Goe- 
thals, was born in Switzerland and 
moved to Amsterdam in his early 
boyhood, In 1848 ‘the came to this 
country, making his home in Brook- 
lyn, where, in 1858, the present 
Colonel Goethals was born. 

The origin of the family name is 
interesting.

They have two sons, ont 
of whom recently was gradeated 
near the head of his cant at Waeet 
Point and now is serving in the 
canal zone, under his father, as a 
secoml liewtenant of enginters.

He will 
either remain as Governor of the 
Canal Zone or go north to build 
the Alaska «ailway in all proba- 
bility.

George Goethals started school

a great city. Nor was he a “‘star’’ 
pupil. The tales told by his teach- 
ers and associates hint that he of- 
ten was among those dé@tained after 
the regular hours. It was there, 
however, that the soldier blood of 
his ancestors first showed itself, for 
in the closing years of the civil war 
great bodies of soldiers were often 
encamped in the vacant lots sur- 
rounding the old schoolhouse, and 
he recognized the call of destiny in 
his earliest years. 

It was in 1875 that the boy first 
\became fired with an ambition to go 
to the military academy. At the 
academy he soon won a reputation 
as a ‘“‘digger,’’ because he was at 
his studies early and late. The ef- 
fectiveness of this was shown when, 
in 1880, he was graduated so high 
up in his class that he was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant in the 
Engineer Corps, which is open only 
to those students graduated with 
the highest markings.

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Iteow to Avoid Influenza. 


We isolate a smalipox or @ scar- 
let fever patient, we are slowly com- 
ing 
be warded off in the same way, bat 
so far we have taken but litle note 
of influenza. Yet this is quite as 
catching as either of the diseases 
named, and if we take into consider- 
ation the fact that it is often follow- 
ed by fatal results we must look on 
influenza as a most serious disor- 
dsr, There is no doubt that it is 
caused by a microbe, perhaps it 
would be moré correct to say by & 
group of microbes; though it is on- 
ly since 1892 that wa have known 
anything about the origin of influ- 
enza, its effects had been familiar 
enough long before. Even now 
there seems plenty of room for in- 
vestigation, for influenza possesses 
a power of appearing in many adif- 
ferent forms. In the close foul air 
of any overcrowded place the in- 
fluenza germ flourishes, and it is 
here that a few whose vitality is not 
strong enough to resist are attack- 
ed. From that point the march of 
infection goes steadily on through 
the household, the school, or the 
offiice,. The only way to prevent the 
spread of the disease is to isolate 
the patient from the time when the 
head becomes congested, or, as is 
sometimes the case, when the symp- 
tome take the form of langor, head- 
ache, or shivering and general pains 
about the body. 

Complete rest in bed in a well- 
ventilated room, with or without a 
fire as required, gives the: patient 
the best chance of recovery in the 
shortest time. He should be kept 
warm, and when the attack is ac- 
companied by intense aching hot 
fomentations will often afford re- 
lief. ‘Dhe diet must be light and 
nourishing; cereals, eggs, fruit 
juices, baked apples, oranges, light

For a number of years the weight 
of best selling horses on city mar- 
kets has steadily increased. Only 
a few years ago horses weighing 
from 1,200 to 1,400 pounds each were 
considered large enough for heavy 
teaming. Now the demand is for 
horses weighing from 1,600 pounds 
toaton. No city company can af- 
ford to hire an expensive man to 
drive a light team. Increased sup- 
ply and commercial products have 
brought this condition. 

For these reasons the heavy horse 
has risen in value of late years and 
the importing and breeding © of 
heavy horses have been taken up on 
a large scale. But the demand for 
heavy horses has always exceeded 
the supply. Good heavy drafters 
weighing around 1,800 pounds find 
ready sale at over $300, and real 
choice ones of this class in the larg- 
est cities bring from $400 to $500. 

There is every-evidence that the 
heavy horse is the coming work ani- 
mal for both farm and city and that 
good prices will hold, if not in- 
crease, for years to come. 

The farmer who is in the field for 
making side money from his horses 
will be wise to breed the weight and 
finish. 

If you own an undersized mare. 
don’t keep her for breeding pur- 
poses, as there is positively no pro- 
fit in breeding to this class. In the 
first place, it will be a miracle if} 
the colts from them ever gain suf-! 
ficient size to make what is termed | 
a marketable horse. Too many | 
farmera breed to these undersized 
| mares and in consevjuence fail most | 
signally in horse raising—that is, |

The official approval of Dr. Pyar, 
Provincial Minister of Education, to 
the hands across Ahe sea movement 
for school teachers in Ontario was 
read at a meeting to explain the move- 
ment to local teachers in the normal 
school on Saturday night. Ontario 
will be the last province in the Dom- 
inion to recognize this movemant, 
which is now recoznized all over Can- 
da, New Zeland, Australia, Natal, 
Great Britian, and other parts of the 
Empire. 

The movement was commenced by 
Mr. Fred J. Ney of the Educational 
Department at Winnipeg, some years 
ago with the purpose o exchanging | 
teachers indifferent parts of the Em- 
pire and making travel in British col- 
onles within reachoftheteacher. The | 
first interchange of teachers has been | 
out west, Where two New Zealand 
women are teaching in Maniteba in| 
exchange for two Brandon teachers | 
who are now in New Zealand. 

In view of the often modest means 
of the teacher as compared with the 
heavy expenses of traveling on these 
interchanges, Mr. Ney has arranged 
with some of the school boards, where 
the teachers desire to interchange, to 
make a grant of $25 or $50 to them. 

He also succeeded in persuading the 
steamship companies on the Pavific 
Ocean to reduce their prices by 20 per, 
cent. to teachers traveling on their 
lines. 

Another big faculty for the travel- 
ing of teachers abroad will be the new 
teachers’ club, which will be opened m 
London this summer. A scheme has 
heen put into operation whereby dif- 
ferent Canadian cities furnish each of 
the rooms for their own special use. | 
At another meeting Monday after- 
noon a Committee was appointed to, 
raise funds for a Toronto room. Ia 
this way a Canadian teacher, when in 
‘London may stay in this building at a 
charge of about 35 a week. 

The whole. movement is governed 
by Mr, Ney, under the title of chief 
organizer, and in each city a local see- 
retary has charge of the affairs of the) 
movement in that particular city. [t 
ix expected that Dr. Seath will be of-i 
fered the presidency of the movement 
in Ontario some time this week.

DESERTS FROM GULF STREAM. 


Second Gulf Stream in Atmosphere 
—Chilled Passing Over Sweden. 


The Guif Stream, as every one 
knows, is a br river of warm wa- 
ter which starts in the of 
Mexico, wanders across the cold 
Atlantic Ocean and bumps into the 
British Isles giving them a warm 
climate and no end of fog and rain. 
But few people know that in the at- 
mosphere above there is a second 

Stream of warm, moist air. 

This slow, damp breeze strikes 
the British Teles and does not car- 
rom off like the Gulf Stream, but 
continues over Europe. As 
passes over Sweden, Finland 
northern Russia, these cold lands 
chill the wind and cause it to drop 
ita moisture in the form of rain. The 
lakes and rivers of these northern 
countries, are. all supplied by the 
moisture en up from the Gulf 


Stream. 

The rotation of the earth makes 
this wind veer gradually to the 
southward about the time it has 

iven up the last of its moisture and 
warmth, As'a mighty draft of dry, 
cold air, the Gulf Stream wind 
moves on across the plains of Rus- 
sia, As it approaches the Equator 
the wind warms again but becomes

Interesting Statement From a High Official of the, 
Company 


The persistent rumors of what is 
called ‘“‘another raid on the treas- 
ury”’ by the Canadian Northern 
Railway has caused considerable 
discussion throughout Canada. 
That readers of this paper may bet- 
ter judge for themselves we quote 
the following from an official state- 
ment recently issued by the oom:

The figures 
that have been quoted in the public 
press as to the bonds guaranteed 
and subsidies granted to the Oana- 
dian Northern are, as a rule, taken 
from the official Blue Books of the 
Dominion of Canada. One would 
naturally expect to find in these 
figures an exact account of the situ- 
ation; but, curiously enough, a me- 
ment’s reflection will ehow. that 
they may fail to portray correctly 
the relations between the Oanadian 
Northern, or any other railway, 
and public assistance, There have 
been placed on the statute books of 
Canada millions of dollars of cash 
subsidies which have never been 
earned, many of the subsidized 
companies having passed out of ex- 
istence, and millions of dollars of 
bond guarantees which have never 
progressed farther than the original 
authorizing legislation, The Cana- 
dian Northern is not an exception 
to this general statement. Guaran- 
tees have been granted by Provin- 
cial Governments for lines which 
have never been comme , and 
which probably will not be built for 
years. These guarantecs, with un- 


tj earned cash subsidies to certain 


branch lines within the syetem, are 
charged up by statisticians, casual- 


ly referring to the Blue Book as 
against the constructed mileage of 


the Canadian Northern Railway 


System. It is. the misuse, not the 
use, of the Blue Books which has 
created the false impression. 

So much for the origin of mis- 
representations that have taken 
place. Now as to the facts: The 
Canadian Northern Railway Com- 
pany has under construction, 
expects to have completed by the 
end of 1914, 9,843 miles of railway. 
There are compl 8,604 miles, 
and under operation 7,152 miles. 
The completed mileage has cost for 
construction and equipment to De- 
cember 81, 1913, $303,319,232. From 
the Dominion and the Provincial 
Governments, and from -municipali- 
ties, up to the same date, there 
have been received, by the compan- 
ies forming the Canadian Northern 
Railway System, whilst under the 
oontrol of Mackenzie, Mann & Oom- 
pany, $20,992,506, in cash subven- 
tions; or about -seven per cont. of 
the total cost of the railway mile- 
age constructed. These figures are 
correct, They include all the cash 
subsidies received from public 
sources, as a set-off against the 
three hundred millions of costs be- 
fore mentioned. When compared 
with the cash subventions given to 
either of the other transcontinental 
railways, or when compared with 
the total cost of the work and the 
great economic good which has been 
and is being accomplished by the 
Canadian Northern Railway Sys- 
tem, these figures must disabuse the 
public mind of the idea that the 
Canadian Northern has been over- 


jeubsidized, its bonds over-guaran- 


teed, or, to put it mildly, there has 
been even an opportunity. to re- 
invest tho subsidies in outside ven- 
tures. - ; 

The critic, at this point, natural- 
ly asks what about the land grants.

FLAMELESS HEAT. 
| Scientist Discovers New Method of 
Obtaining Intense Heat. 


Prof. Wilham A. Bone, of the Im- 
perial College of Science and Tech- 
nology in London, has hit on a 
manner of gas heating that may 
greatly change our methods of using 
fuel. When a mixture of gas and 
‘air under high pressure is directed 

against a red-hot fire-brick held a 
‘short distance away, the mixture 


1! will burn at the surface of the brick. 


| Now if such a mixture of gas and 
air is forced through the porous 
brick, and lighted on the farther 
side, it will burn like an ordinary 
gas flame; but if more air or less 
was is used, it ceases to burn, but 
the porous surface becomes white- 
hot . In that way it is possible, with 
great economy of fuel, to get a tem- 
perature far above the melting 
peint of platinum. This flameless 
heater is now used for heating boil- 
ers- It does away with grates, 
amokestacks, and chimneys; it pro- 
duces no smoke or objectionable 
ioder, and it utilizes ninety per cont.
